Then again, in Titus 2:1, 2, 6-8, Paul demands sound 
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speech of old and young men: “But speak thou the things 
which become sound doctrine: that the aged men be sober, 
grave, temperate, sound in faith, in charity, in patience. 
Young men likewise exhort to be sound minded. In all 
things shewing thyself a pattern of good works. In doctrine 
shewing uncorruptness, gravity, sincerity, sound speech, 
that cannot be condemned; that he that is of the con- 
trary part may be ashamed, having no evil thing to say 
of you.” Therefore, it is clearly seen that the great Church 
of God organizer, pastor, and overseer not only saw the 
dangers of wagging tongues, but condemned them. He let 
it be known that, regardless of age, physical or spiritual, 
there was to be no privileged characters when it came to 
using the tongue carelessly and especially in a slanderous 
manner. 

It is a fact that the husband is recognized in Holy Scrip- 
ture as the head of the home, but, after all, there is no 
person that should have more influence over the husband 
and his children than the wife. An adherence to Simon 
Peter’s lecture to the wives in 1 Peter 3:1-4 will result in 
the home staying together and praying together: “Like- 
wise, ye wives, be in subjection to your own husbands; 
that, if any obey not the word, they also may without the 
word be won by the conversation of the wives: while they 
behold your chaste conversation coupled with fear. Whose 
adorning, let it not be that outward adorning of plaiting 
the hair, and of wearing of gold, or of putting on of ap- 
parel; but let it be the hidden man of the heart, in that 
which is not corruptible, even the ornament of a meek 
and quiet spirit, which is in the sight of God of great 
price.” Therefore, I respectfully submit this lecture to all 
wives, that you may stir up your hearts and minds by way 
of remembrance. 


The Tongue of the Worldly 

It is nothing uncommon nor unusual for the worldly and 
sinful to speak not only critically but reproachfully and 
slanderously of Christians, and Jesus prepared us by not 
only stating that this would be their attitude but told us 
how to react to it in these words, “Blessed are ye, when 
men shall revile you, and persecute you, and shall say all 
manner of evil against you falsely. Rejoice, and be ex- 
ceeding glad: for great is your reward in heaven: for so 
persecuted they the prophets which were before you.” It 
is well to remember, however, that we only have God’s 
approval upon us and are justified in rejoicing when we 
are persecuted for righteousness’ sake and SLANDERIZED 
FALSELY. 

Slanderized by Former Friends 

Simon Peter lets us in on the fact that our friends in 
sinful days take a strained and persecuting attitude to- 
ward us when we become Christians. Notice what he says: 
“For the time past of our life may suffice us to have 
wrought the will of the Gentiles, when we walked in las- 
civiousness, lusts, excess of wine, revellings, banquetings, 
and abominable idolatries: Wherein they think it strange 
that ye run not with them to the same excess of riot, not 
speaking evil of you,” 1 Pet. 4:3,4. But we are consoled by 
the fact that these very people will have to stand before

God and be judged by Him for slander, “Who shall give 
an account to him that is ready to judge the quick and 
the dead,” 1 Pet. 4:5. 


Slander Condemned in the Church 

While this is true of the world and to be expected, it 
is not to be expected of Christians, and God strongly and 
sternly condemns it in both Old and New Testaments. The 
ninth commandment says, “Thou shalt not bare false wit- 
ness against thy neighbor.” 

Turning to the New Testament, the apostle James says, 
“Speak not evil one of another, brethren. He that speaketh 
evil of his brother, and judgeth his brother, speaketh evil 
of the law, and judgeth the law: but if thou judge the 
law, thou art not a doer of the law, but a judge. There is 

. one lawgiver, who is able to save and to destroy: who art 
thou that judgest another?” James 4:11,12. Perhaps I 
should give you a word of description of a slanderer so that 
you would know how to identify him in case you have 
never seen one. He is: 1. Backbiter. 2. Whisperer. Rom. 
1:29,30, “Being filled with all unrighteousness, fornica- 
tion, wickedness, covetousness, maliciousness; full of envy, 
murder, debate, deceit, malignity; whisperers, backbiters, 
haters of God, despiteful, proud, boasters, inventors of 
evil things, disobedient to parents.” 2 Cor. 12:20, “For I 
fear, lest, when I come, I shall not find you such as I 
would, and that I shall be found unto you such as ye 
would not: lest there be debates, envyings, wraths, strifes, 
backbitings, whisperings, swellings, tumults.” 3. False 
accuser. 2. Tim. 3.3, “Without natural affection, truce- 
breakers, false accusers, incontinent, fierce, despisers of 
those that are good.” 4. A sower of discord. Prov. 6.19, 
“A false witness that speaketh lies, and he that soweth 
discord among brethren.” 5. Suspicious persons. Acts 21:- 
29-31, “(For they had seen before with him in the city 
of Trophimus an Ephesian, whom they supposed that Paul 
had brought into the temple.) And all the city was moved, 
and the people ran together: and they took Paul, and 
drew him out of the temple: and forthwith the doors were 
shut. And as they went about to kill him...” 

Many suppositions are the germs that produce the most 
dangerous and hurtful slander. It is, of all the different 
kinds of slander, perhaps the most subtle, sneaking un- 
dermining and disarming. Both the Lord Jesus and Paul 
strike a desperate blow at this in the following respective 
words: “Judge not, that ye be not judged. For with what 
judgment ye judge, ye shall be judged: and with what 
measure ye mete, it shall be measured to you again,” Matt. 
7:1,2. “Who art thou that judgest another man’s serv- 
ant? to his own master he standeth or falleth; yea, he 
shall be holden up: for God is able to make him stand,” 


Rom. 14:4,6. The busybody. 2 Thess. 3:11, “For we 
that there are some which walk among you diso 
working not at all, but are busybodies.” 1 Peter 4:15,4 
let none of you suffer . . . as a busybody in other 
matters.” Nosing in other people’s business and gleg 
information for gossip and slander is the worst bug 
in the world, and no true Christian will be engaged ; 
7. A tattler. 1 Tim. 5:13, “And withal they learn to he} 
wandering about from house to house; and not only; 
but tattlers also and busybodies, speaking things wi 
they ought not.” Prov. 26:20, “Where no wood is, there 
fire goeth out: so where there is no talebearer, the si 
ceaseth.” The demise of nothing is so welcome as th 
a slanderous rumor. Where is the minister who isn’t x 
to preach the funeral of such a devastating thing? 
where are the Christians who are not ready to drop ev 
thing and attend such a funeral? 

Now, if it so happens that you are unacquainted 
the slanderer, I am sure you will know him or her f 
now on. May God hasten the day when there will no 
a one on the face of the earth, and I am sure there 
not be a one in heaven. 

Jean Blewett gives us a striking verse on the s 
slander: 

“The man, who, with the breath lent him by heave 

Speaks words that soil the whiteness of a life, 
Is but a murderer, for death is given 
As surely by the tongue as by the knife.” 

Surely nothing is in greater demand among Christi 
today than a manifestation of the Spirit of Christ i 
will scorn to speak evil of another. It is a positive { 
that the flower of Christian character will never bl 
in an atmosphere of slander and detraction; not only tl 
but there isn’t the slightest hope of the slanderer, b 
biter, talebearer, false accuser, whisperer, speaker outs 
deceitful heart, entering into that eternal rest that 
maineth for the children of God. Therefore, all cal 


dates for heaven should be careful, not only in their de@i¢. 


but in their words also. David, in the 15th Psalm, give 
us a good guide to the celestial city of the blest, “li 


who shall abide in thy tabernacle? who shall dwell ing, 


holy hill? He that walketh uprightly, and worketh mg 
eousness, and speaketh the truth in his heart. He t 
backbiteth not with his tongue, nor doeth evil to 
neighbor, nor taketh up a reproach against his neigh 
In whose eyes a vile person is contemned; but he ho 
eth them that fear the Lord. He that sweareth to his‘ 
hurt, and changeth not.

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A Scientist Discovers Religion 


When, only recently, Dr. Cyril E. M. 
Joad, of the University of London,

world. And rightly so, for here was 
one of Britain’s most famous and 
most popular “free thinking” philos- 
ophers, openly and boldly coming 
back to the God whom he often had 
cynically declared “would soon go to 
the scrap-heap of man’s discarded 
superstitions.” 

At the instance of the editor of this 
magazine, I called upon Dr. Joad to 
discover just what it was that turned 
him, as many other scientists of our 
day have been turned, back to re- 
ligion. In his book-lined study, the 
famous fifty-eight-year-old professor 
of philosophy and psychology talked 
with me very earnestly about the 
change in his life. 

“It was the war that shook me into 
what I now know is the real nation- 
alism,” he said thoughtfully. “After 
almost a lifetime of cynical disbelief, 
I came to realize that evil is evil and 
that what the Christian calls sin is 
sin. In fact, I have come to believe in 
original sin at a time when a lot of 
theologians have ceased to believe in 
it!” 

For years Dr. Joad’s agnosticism 
made him tilt in brilliant cynicism at 
religious views. For years he stood 
with such scientific lights as H. G. 
Wells, Bertrand Russell, and Aldous 
Huxley as a derider of religion. This 
brilliant group, particularly during 
the years between the wars, attract- 
ed the discipleship of thousands 
of Britian’s youth. Their theme 
was that science would pro- 
vide man with all the means of liveli- 
hood he needed. There would be 
abundant food and plenty of clothes 
for everybody. All that was needed 
was a little better -planning and a 
little closer attention to detail and 
the world would be a glorious place 
to live in. 

Professor Joad looked at me from

beneath bushy eyebrows. His pink 
cheeks betray his love of the open air. 
He looks like the farmer he is, for he 
has a hundred-acre farm in Hamp- 
shire, where he spends two days a 
week and his week ends. 

“Yes,” he said, “all this talk of 
progress hasn’t gotten us very far. I 
used to believe in a kind of Life Force 


‘that was the product of evolution. 


Man, I, claimed, was the highest level 
at which the Life Force had mani- 
fested itself, and held that unless 
man behaved himself he would be 
superseded by another organism, the 
superman designed to carry life to a 
higher level of achievement.” 

I remembered that the man who 
stood in front of the open fire had 
one important date in his life. That 
was 1914. That year he left Oxford, 
stuffed with proud prizes in moral 
philosophy, and entered the British 
civil service, where he stayed for six- 
teen years before becoming a teacher 
of philosophy. That year was the 
peak year of all the glowing wonder 
of progress. It did seem, up to 1914, 
that the world was getting better bit 
by bit. It was only a matter of time 
and all would be well. Then came 
1914, and Cyril Edwin Mitchinson 
Joad was thrust, at twenty-three, in- 
to the ministry of labor to help win a 
war. 

Now, thirty-five years later, with a 
quizzical grey beard and a plump 
middle-aged figure, he seemed to 
wonder at the meaning of the way he 
had come. 

As he so frankly admits, it took 
World War II to shake this one-time 
confident philosopher, whom all Bri- 
tain has known as a cocksure radio 
braintruster, capable of answering all 
the questions flung at him by listen- 
ers. And he freely confesses to being a 
prime example of the bankruptcy of 
rationalistic philosophy to explain 
man’s present predicament. 

“I’m depressed about the world,” he 
said. “Too many people seem to be 
looking for a good time before the 
atomic bomb gets them. It’s a de- 
pressing world, led by a lot of small 
men. Most of the great men have 
died.”

Paul wrote and reminded them that 
each man would receive his reward 
according to his labor. “I have plant- 
ed, Apollos watered; but God gave the 
increase,” 1 Cor. 3:6. Paul was a little 
disappointed in them, and_ said, 
“Though ye have ten thousand in- 
structors in Christ, yet have ye not 
many fathers: for in Christ Jesus I 
have begotten you through the gos- 
pel,” 1 Cor. 4:15. “Therefore judge 
nothing before the time, until the 
Lord come, who both will bring to 
light the hidden things of darkness, 
and will make manifest the counsel 
of the hearts; and then shall every 
man have praise of God,” 1 Cor. 4:5. 

Then, too, we are spectacles and 
epistles to be read of men. “For I think 
that God has set forth us the apostles 
last, as it was appointed to death: for

bund the idea that man is all-suffic- 
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ient. Now they see that world crum- 
bling about their feet. It is the job 
of the Christian philosopher to help 
this rising generation to get a fresh 
view of the world’s life and develop- 
ment, and to erect in the place of pes- 
simistic hopelessness an attitude of 
reasoned optimism about the future.” 

One fact I was rather eager to dis- 
cover. Had anyone in particular 
helped him in his conversion to Chris- 
tianity? Could he point to the moment 
when the change came? 

No. He could not point to a person 
or an occasion. He had godly parents 
and was brought up to be a member of 
the Church of England, and he was 
not aware that he had ever broken 
away from it formally. But he had 
been a scoffer. He had pooh-poohed 
Christianity as one of the old-wives 
tales of history. He had derided it as 
out of date, a continuation of one of 
the myths of the human story. He be- 
lieved that men had outgrown religion 
and that man by himself would be 
able to provide himself with a religion. 

He now sees at the age of fifty- 
eight, that man needs—indeed, must 
have—help outside of himself. He be- 
lieves that God is real, and that the 
Christian revelation of God is not only 
true but is the world’s hope. But he 
could not be blindly optimistic about 
the future of man. For him, sublime 
faith in what philosophy and science 
can do has passed into a more simple 
faith in what God can achieve in and 
through man’s willing obedience. His 
has been no Damascus Road experi- 
ence, with the flash of light that il- 
luminated the philosopher Paul of 
Tarsus. It has been a slower turning 
toward eternal truth, a conversion 
under compulsion. 

I left Dr. Joad believing that here 
was a philosopher whose previous ex- 
perience had been pagan, in the 
strictly classical sense of the word, 
and who was now on the road to a 
thorough-going belief in the Chris- 
tian faith. This man, I saw, has power 
over young students. His sharp-edged 
mind and ability to manipulate argu- 
ments have in the past served to de- 
stroy belief in Christian values. Now 
he is beginning to use that power to 
convince others for his new found 
faith. 

In that turn-about I see one of the 
most encouraging signs of the times.

we are made a spectacle unto the 
whole world, and to angels, and to 
men,” 1 Cor. 4:9. 








“Ye are our epistle written in our 
hearts, known and read of all men,” 
2 Cor. 3:2. 

Many people never read the Bible. 
The only epistle they read is the 
Christian’s daily life and conversa- 
tion. The disciples in the early Church 
walked so Christ-like that it was easy 
for sinners to see Jesus in them. We, 
too, must have that humble Christ-like 
spirit that we can be a light. He was 
the Light while He was here, and 
when He went away He said, “Ye are 
the light of the world,” Matt. 5:14. 

Last, we are under shepherds to feed 
the flock. If properly fed, the flock 
will stay strong; the lambs will grow; 
others will be born into the flock; 
and other sheep that are not of this 
fold will be encouraged to come in. 

“Feed the flock of God which is 
among you, taking the oversight there- 
of, not by constraint, but willingly; 
not for filthy lucre, but of a ready 
mind. Neither as being lords over God’s 
heritage, but being ensamples to the 
flock. And when the chief Shepherd 
shall appear, ye shall receive a crown 
of glory that fadeth not away,” 2 Peter 
§:2-4. 

God help us to occupy until He 
comes, then all God’s laborers will 
have an invitation to enter into the 
joys of the Lord.
